Adam Blaszyk, convicted m urder­ 
er, came first, Guido Spingola, "The 
Mouse,” next, and W ilson last. 
A few m inutes later—about twen­ 
ty-four hours after their spectacu­ 
lar jail break—the prisoners were 
back in their cells.

also taken into custody.

from W ilson to the jailer inform- 
! ing him th at “these had been car-

been forced to drive about the city, 
and then were kept prisoners in 
a chicken coop untjl after dark. 
Wilson as leader of the gang as­ 
sumed a gallant manner, they said, 
treated them courteously and fre« 
quently apologized for the discom­ 
fort he was forced to cause them . 
“Resistance w'ouldn’t have been 
useless, 
tor 
there’s 
alw ays 
a 
chance, 
and

Reciting the story with all its 
gruesome details, two witnesses 
in the court of Justle J. B. Cox 
today told, 
in a re-hearing of 
the case against Manuel Lieva, 
Everett Nave, and Jose Caroba- 
Jal, charged with the murder of 
Relabel Saldona. of the anding 
of Seldona’s body on the Paci­

mangled. 
Angus McAuley, Fullerton un­ 
dertaker, testified of an examina­ 
tion made of the man’s wounds, 
and said that he saw no blood 
in the vicinity of the accident 
scene.

charge is of dishonesty in approv­ 
ing schools whose graduates shall 
be entitled to take the examina­ 
tions. 
— 
The examiners have 
accepted 
the standard of the Association of 
American Universities, 
and 
will 
approve any college 
which con­ 
forms to these standards. 
These 
standards call 
for 
certain 
en­ 
trance 
requirements, 
a 
certain 
course of 
study, 
and a certain 
equipment of hospitals, laborator­ 
ies and full-time teachers. 
The examiners, under the law, 
will approve of a college present­ 
ing graduates desiring to practice 
osteopathy on a much lower stand­ 
ard than this. 
But if it presents 
graduates desiring a certificate to 
practice regular medicine, the ex­ 
aminers make no distinction in re 
quirements. 
This, the osteopaths say, Is dis 
honest, and so ♦hey demand a sep­ 
arate board, composed entirely of 
osteopaths, which win approve of 
colleges if they teach the requir­ 
ed subjects the required number of 
“hours”, and will not insist on 
their having the same equipment 
of hospitals and laboratories on 
which to use these “bouto”. 


UNDER a law gassed by the leg­ 
islature at the request of the 
osteopaths, the board has been 
compelled to approve a California 
osteopathic college on this show­ 
ing of “hours,” and about half its 
graduates have 
passed 
the ex. 
aminations—as against IOO per cent 
of the graduates of Stanford and 
the University of California. 
The 
osteopaths wish a separate board 
which will voluntarily accept this 
standard as to other colleges *out- 
side the state. 
Whether it would 
be more lenient in marking, so 
that half who now fail could pass, 
is another question. 
On this showing tho osteopaths 
claim that the present Doard is dis­ 
honest and that its successor is 
certain likewise 
to be dishonest, 
while a duplicate board to perform 
the same function, simultaneously 
appointed by the same governor, Is 
certain to be honest. 
The university authorities claim 
that the only result of such dupli­ 
cation would be to let down the 


standards 
of 
medical 
education 
which have 
been 
so laboriously 
built up in the public protection. 
There is, of course, no question 
of 
discrimination 
against 
oste­ 
opathy. 
That 
is 
already token 
care of in another law which it is 
not 
proposed 
to 
change. 
This 
question 
is 
entirely inside 
the 
realm of regular medicine, 
for 
graduates who have studied regu­ 
lar medicine and wish to take the 
regular examination for a regular 
certificate to practice 
it, but de­ 
mand a dpplicate 
board 
to give 
that examination, in order that it 
may not require of their colleges 
the same equipment of hospitals 
and laboratories which is required 
of other colleges giving the same 
course. 
They claim that the re­ 
fusal to make this discrimination 
in favor of their colleges Is dis­ 
honest The universities claim that 
to make it would undermine neces­ 
sary educational standards.

“When the committee of nine, appointed I / E. B. Heaton, di­ 
rector of dairy marketing for the American Frrm Bureau federa­ 
tion, decided to reorganize the C hicago Milk Producers’ Co-op­ 
erative Marketing company, the basis of its action was the belief 
that the milk producer, was entitled to 50 per cent of the con­ 
sumers’ dollar,*’ said W. M, Cory. assistant farm adviser, here. 
“This phrase, ‘Fifty per cent of the consumers’ dollar* was adopt­ 
ed as a campaign slogan, and has elicited much comment. 
“Is the producer entitled to. and can be secure, at least 80 
per cent of the consumer’s dollar for fllud milk., f. o. b. cars, 
point of consumption? 
This is tha point at issue. 
It Is not an 
exorbitant demand. 
“ I ne committee of nine had two main object# in view in this 
demand. 
The first was to establish ss a principle a producer's 
price at the point of consumption or primary market In the milk 
district. 
“The second object was to establish a fundamental minimum 
base in determining the producer’s price. 
“At one primary market or point of consumption this plan is 
already In effect. 
As a result of the service charge of 80 cents 
a cw t, the producers delivering milk at Beloit, Wis., are getting 
82.30 a cw t, for a fluid milk, and bottled milk is retailed to the 
consumer at IO cents a quart 
The producers get paid approxi­ 
mately 5 cents a quart. 
"One-third of the milk produced there is sold as fin id milk. 
The other two-thirds la sold by the marketing company for $1 50 
a cw t as surplus 
The base price at Beiuii is $1 50, which is all 
that th* non-member receives. 
"New England milk producers are selling fluid milk at 7% 
cents a quart, delivered In Boston, and milk is retailed at WVi 
cents. 
The producers receive 35 cents a cw t more than BO per 
cent of the consumer’s dollar. 
The Twin City Milk Producers’ association la selling fluid 
milk for 17 cents a e w t more than the fifty-fifty basis.”

TOE BOOZELESS SHIPS 


The stripping of booze stores from American-own­ 
ed ships has brough a great sense of satisfaction to 
the American public in general. 
The inconsistency 
of the situation as it has been existing has been a 
constant source of difficulty. 
While the government 
itself was selling liquor it seemed to give some excuse 
to the bootlegging profession. 
That excuse is now 
removed. 
The fear that ships not carrying and selling liquor 
will not be patronized by Americans will probably 
prove to be groundless, after the readjustment is 
made. 
From any logical point of view such fears 
seem absurd. 
It was the majority of the states that 
voted the country dry, presumably because they pre­ 
ferred to have an environment of sobriety and de­ 
cency rather than one of rowdyism, drunkenness and 
ail the ills which follow in the train of alcoholism. 
It seems reasonable to suppose that the same people, 
when traveling, will prefer the dry ships to the wet 
ones, for the same reasons. 
The noisy minority will doubtless raise their usual 
protest. 
But the quiet, respectable American fami­ 
lies, the American school teachers, all the multitude 
of sober summer tourists, will go right along to Eu­ 
rope as before, and in the greater comfort of the 
law-abiding ships.

THE UNPUNISHED KILLERS 


Killing people in New York Qty is usually re­ 
garded as a serious matter—unless it is done with 
an automobile. 
The chief medical examiner reports that with 858 
persons killed by automobiles on the city streets in 
the year ending July 31. 400 of them admittedly 
through criminal negligence, not one of the offenders 
has been punished or held responsible. 
Here is surely a curious state of affairs, and one 
which has its counterpart on a smaller sale in many 
another city. 
Automobile drivers are habitually be­ 
rated and condemned for careless and illegal driving. 
and yet, judging by New York, when one of them 
is guilty of a criminal act he is seldom punished. 
The large number of killings in New York and the 
failure to hold the offenders accountable obviously 
go together. If the guilty were punished inexcusable 
killings would decrease. 
What is needed everywhere is less loose criticism 
of automobilists as a class and more effective pun­ 
ishment of the few who deserve it

For the federal governm ent to have forced such 
an admission from any state, by voluntarily send­ 
ing troops to which the local citizenship would be 
compelled to submit, would have been a grievous 
and almost unpardonable wrong.
